When we calculate llie interest of any 
party in a Mercantile firm we say A- ,B 
has so many shares in the concern, and 
co!iscf|iiently should be largely interest- 
ed, ami wcexpecl him toexertall bis abil- 
ity and energy to increase the profits of 
the wdiole business, sr. as lo make hi.H 
share of the proliUs as large as possible. 

this is a fact which we see evinced 
every day. And no one would attempt 
to deny the truth of t.lie statement, nor 
would any person po.ssessing common 
sense blame a man for making Ihe most 
of his business, and increasing his inter" 
est therein. But liow right soever this 
may ho in Mercantile Arms, we do not 
approve of the same system being carried 
out in the management of our courts of 
law. We mean we do not like lo see a 
Judge in a court of law inlereJleJ 
and fiependunt for his support on the 
fees of his court. That is in fact placing 
him in the position of a partner in a

It was 
jicrfect hill, and does not interfere with 
the Indians: hut elfertiially stojis the 
ilestniclio:; of L-;inie al ecrtaiii seasons. 

Hon. .S|n,d\rr L'a\e iiolicp of an iid- 
dress to His Ivxcellciiey relaliNe lo land 
reserves being placed under the sole con 
trol of the House. 

The House resolved itself into Com- 
niiltee of the Whole, Mr. .Skinner in the 
Chair. 

.Mr. Chairman — Tin; first business is 
lo consider .Mr. Vales' motion to rai.^e 
I'und.s for Viclorui Ilarhur iinpj'ovcnients 
by selling Indian re.«erve. 

Mr. Yales moved that the ground oc- 
fujiied hy the Indian reserve be laid onl 
in '.I'Wii liils, (d(l lo the. highest bidder, 
the liiilians remoNed, and Ihe proceeds 
ajiprojirialed foi Harbor imiiroM'iiienis. 

Dr. Kennedy — The (Governor lias al- 
ready .said that the reserve cannot be 
sold. I would second their removal, 
but not the appropriation of the proceeds 
•)f the sale (.f r(\--erv(', except for the ed- 
neatitiii of the Indians. 

,Mr. Vat( I am disposed lo do all I 
can In iiii|)riive the ciiiililiun of the Indi- 
ans ; bill believe it impossible to educate 



Ihem where they are. The reserve 
would rent yearly fur 40,000 dolIi!r.'=. If 
they were iauglit lhat'asmnll piece of 
land was worth that sum, they would in- 
form every trihe on Ihe Island, and the 
t;overiimenl would liiid it. impossible lo 
L'( I tlii>ir lauds on peaeeahle terms, 
fliey niiisl be removed, and I am sui- 
prifcd that any man having regard for' 
decency should support the poliey of the 
1,'overnrnenl. The Indians renuiining in 
our midst are a di.sgrace to the govern' 

lllClll. 

.Mr. McKay — The prneeeds of Ihe res 
orve would he placed in the iiaiulsof u 
Commission, and the Indians would 
know nothing of it. 

Mr. Yale.s — Y(>s, the Commi«si6ii 
would eat uji Ihe, proceed.'^, and the Indi 
aiis get nothing. His I^xcelli-ney staled 
they were a inililie, inconvenience. That 
is the only just sentence in his reply. 
That admission justifies the public in de- 
manding their removal from the town. 
The violent removal spoken uf in the 
message is a purely vohiniv.ry suggestion 
of the r^xeeutivc. .My motion asks for 
their removalliy purchase ; nol hy vio- 
lence, heeaiisc it is unnecessary, the In 
diall.-^ lu'iug willing to leave. Their 
young men and women being destroyed 
by disease and drunkenness. If His Fx- 
cellency had as much regard for the In- 
dians as hewi.^lie.s the public to hidieve, 
he would remove tlioni at nnri>. and per- 
form an act of common liiimaniLy. The 
education of the Indians projiosed in the 
iue.<.«age, I conseieiitionsly con.^ider non- 
sense. It is fully to think of improving 
their condition with whiskey shops all 
around them. 

-Mr. Chairman — They are a perfect 
nuisance, and the only cour.<e is to re- 
in()Ve liiem. 

.Mr. Peiiiberton--Sup|)ose it all a mis- 
take ill pulling the Indians ilic'C. The 
govermneni has jilcdged itself lo Hie In- 
dians that the reserve would he kepi for 
Ihem ; and all their riglit.s maintained. 
To force them away would he a breach 
of failli, — and would he niijusl : and 
even allowing the colonial funds would 
largely increa.'ed hy the sale of 
erve, it would he setting a jirecedeul 
ef hrokeu faith that would be producliYc 
of serious consequences. I reromniend 
the unipjaliflcd rejection of the motion. 

Mr. Yales — The hon. member lalks 
about forcing them away. They were 
willing to go if bought out. 

.Mr. .McKay— Only part of Ibe Indians 
who .-elUeil here now remain ; half of 
tlieni h;i\i' l'hiii' away. 

.\lr. Vale.- — The ijiii\-;|ioii is. are these 
lo reniaiii. The, ine.s.-age slates that 
when Victoria was settled reservations 
were made for the Indians. I would in- 
ferni Ihe House that when Ibe town was 
liist settled, these Imlians were living at 
a (lislaiiee of live miles away, wherethey 
had always resided. 

.Mr. Peuiberloii- -The hon. member 
should liav(! ohjecled when Iho reserve 
was laid. Then they were considered 
an inconvenience. Having taken al! 
their lands, except this piece, it was de- 
cidedly nnjusl to tak*^ the la' t piece eon- 
sideriug tlu! jdedged laitli of Ihe govern- 
nienl. Tin; lion, nieinher says that tlie 
Govcrnor'.s remarks are rank nonscn.sc 
Tiiis language is disrespectful, and a 
violation of order, — and should not be 
alio ived. 

,Mr. Vales — Because you and the V.m- 
I'laior liavi! made a bhuider in taking all 
the lauds of the Indians, must Ihe Imli- 
ans leinain Jiere lo di.sgusl every re.spccl- 
ablo female in the town ; and are we lo 
suffer this sink of iniquity to remain in 
oui' midst anyloiiL'or? Bemnve them 
twenty miles away iVuui grog-shnpi if 
yon de-ire their iinprovemenl. 

.Mr. JIcKav — They would have, a better 
o])porliinil> lo gel licpiortlien than now. 
Mr. Pcmbcrton would rather remove 



all the grog-shops than the Indians. 

Hon. Speaker— Would rather remove 
the bridge. 

[The, motion not being seconded, the 
discussion was declared irregular and 
ended.) 

;\Ir. Chairman — .Mr. Vales' motion for 
a Select Coiiiiuiltee to enquire bow long 
Hie Iniliaiis have been hero, and where 
they came from, and to inform llis Ex- 
cellency of Ihe result of their investiga- 
tions, was now before tin! Committee. 

Hon. Speaker — I consider Ihe motion 
a direct insult to llis Fxcidlein^y. ;is 
lliougli he was ignorant. I denounce 
any one who will second the motion, 
ft would be a gross insult to His Excel- 
lency. [ ■.on.-alion.] 

.Mr. Vales — Sii|ipo.sed the Governor 
was as likely to be in error as any body 
else; and saw no disrespect in appoint- 
ing a coinmiltee. / 

-Mr. Peniherton— It is unparalleled 
presumption lo appoint a committee to 
make these enquiries and report to His 
llxcellency. [SciKsation.] 

yh\ Cdiairman — The next is an address 
to llis Fxcellcucy praying the removal 
of llu! .Northern Indians. 

Mr. Peniberton — The Executive could 
not be troubled with such matters. 
There was no good reason for adopting 
Ihe motion. 

Mr. Vales — The hon. gentleman is 
niistaken. These Indians are ;;le;diii 
and br(!aking into boii-sos, which made 
their removal necessary. 
Mr. Chairman — I am in favor of it. 
Hon. Speaker — They will be removed 
shortly whether this is adopted or nol, 
IPa.ssed.l 

Committee adjourned lo meet at 2 P.
